COYCHURCH 
LIGHTS GO OUT 
IN NEW ENERGY 
SAVING TRIAL

STREET lighting 
in parts of 
Bridgend county 
borough may be 
either switched off 
or dimmed as the 
council tries to cut 
its energy bills. 

Pilot schemes are to 
be carried out at Cefn 
Glas, where the lights 
will be dimmed, and at 
Coychurch and the 
adjoining Bridgend 
Industrial Estate, where 
lights will be switched 
off for part of the night. 

These areas will be 
plunged back into the 
sort of lighting levels 
last seen in the UK in 
the 1950s. 

Fears have also been 
expressed by the 
Community Safety 
Partnership in Bridgend 
that reduced street light¬ 
ing could lead to 
increases in car crime, 
criminal damage and 
burglaries. 

In a report to the cab¬ 
inet of Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), communities 
director Louise Fradd 
said that, while there 
had been a steady 


increase in the quality 
and quantity of street 
lighting over the past 
100 years, the cost of 
providing it had been 
thrown into focus by 
the steep rise in energy 
costs during the past 
year. 

She said the cost of 
the electricity used for 
street lighting had risen 
from £315,000 in 
2004/05 to £770,000 by 
2008/09, plus a further 
£96,000 on illuminated 
road signs and traffic 
controls. 

Ms Fradd stated that 
the council currently 
provides comprehensive 
street lighting to all res¬ 
idential, industrial and 
commercial areas. 

However, there has 
always been less provi¬ 
sion on rural roads, with 
lighting confined to 
major road junctions 
and accesses. Provision 
in the countryside was 
“needs driven”. 

She went on: “There 
are large sections of the 
highway network where 
vehicle and pedestrian 
movement is very infre¬ 
quent through much of 


the night, for example, 
industrial estates. 

“Residential streets 
tend to be very quiet 
beyond midnight. There 
is also less reliance on 
public lighting with the 
increased usage of 
detector activated exter¬ 
nal lighting.” 

There were also sig¬ 
nificant sectors of the 
network where there 
was activity 24/7, 
including town centres, 
the major roads network 
and public service 
providers like hospitals. 

Ms Fradd said that 
the luminance of indi¬ 
vidual street lights has 
improved significantly 
leading to a general 
increase in lighting lev¬ 
els. 

She went on: “There 
is recognition that some 
of the current street 
lighting provision is 
extravagant and unnec¬ 
essary in highway 
terms.” 

Ms Fradd pointed out 
that the council had to 
look at the impact of 
reduced lighting on 
things like road safety, 
public transport, com¬ 


munity safety and the 
CCTV network. 

However, this could 
be balanced by assess¬ 
ing the contribution the 
cuts could make to 
meeting climate change 
targets, and also the 
environmental improve¬ 
ments made by reduc¬ 
ing light pollution. 

She said that some 
councils in Wales have 
already brought in 
sweeping changes, and 
it was clear that public 
acceptance of changed 
street lighting provision 
depended on local cir¬ 
cumstances. 

A survey of Welsh 
local authorities has 
revealed that 12 of the 
15 who responded 
intend to either reduce 
the times that lights are 
on or reduce lighting 
levels. 

Ms Fradd said that 
Bridgend has now 
developed a set of crite¬ 
ria to be used when 
evaluating the need for 
lighting on a street-by- 
street basis which took 
account of a number of 
concerns.

‘Steve will be missed by all who knew him’ 

Tribute paid to Porthcawl 
man who died in collision

THE family of a 44- 
year-old Porthcawl 
man who died fol¬ 
lowing a road traf¬ 
fic collision just 
outside Llantwit 
Major on Saturday 
has described him 
as a ‘much loved 
father, who will be 
missed by all who 
knew him’. 

Mr Stephen Hoare 
died as a result of 
injuries sustained in a 
collision on the B4265 
at the traffic lights junc¬ 
tion with Llanmaes 
Road. The incident took 
place at around 5.20pm 
on Saturday afternoon. 

Two vehicles were 
involved - a blue 


Triumph motorcycle 
and a black Ford Fiesta. 

The motorcycle, 
which was being ridden 
by Mr Hoare, was trav¬ 
elling along the B4265 
in the direction of Wick 
and the car was turning 
right into Llanmaes 
Road. 

Mr Hoare, who was a 
mechanic, had a 15- 
year-old son Will and a 
girlfriend Angela. 

His family paid the 
following tribute: 

“Steve was a much¬ 
loved father, son, broth¬ 
er, uncle, and friend. 

“He was a popular 
and fun-loving person 
and he will be sadly 
missed by all who knew 
him.” 


A police spokesman

‘I BLESS THIS BOAT’ 
- SAYS ARCHBISHOP 



THERE were big crowds last Saturday 
(September 12) to see the Porthcawl 
RNLI’s new lifeboat officially named. 

In fact, the Archbishop of Wales, the Most 
Reverend Dr Barry Morgan, came to the town to 
bless the boat and lead the service of dedication. 

The new boat, which is to be called Rose of the 
Shires, was presented to Porthcawl courtesy of 
fundraising efforts by two land-locked towns - 
Kettering and Northampton. 

As a result, Mrs Kim Matchem, chairman of 
the Northampton Ladies Lifeboat Guild, and Mr 
Ian Hunter, chairman of the Kettering branch, 
both had prominent roles to play in the ceremo¬ 
ny. 

Mrs Matchem officially handed the boat over 
to Mr George Rawlinson of the RNLI, while Mr 
Hunter had the honour of christening the boat 
with the traditional bottle of champagne, 
although he did not smash it against the hull!

There was a strong musical aspect to the cere¬ 
mony, with contributions from the Ogmore 
Silver Band, Cor Meibion Porthcawl, and the 
children’s choir from West Park Primary School.

Abraham, the chairman of Porthcawl Lifeboat 
Station. 


Fire at Archbishop 
McGrath RC School 

ROADS around Archbishop McGrath 
RC School were closed yesterday 
(Wednesday) after a fire. 

Just as The GEM was going to press, police 
investigating the fire at the school in Tondu 
appealed for witnesses who may have seen someone 
acting suspiciously in the vicinity in the early hours 
of Wednesday morning - shortly after 3am. 

A police spokesman said: “We are also investi¬ 
gating a number of other incidents in the area.” 

At neighbouring Ynysawdre Comprehensive 
school, a window to the youth centre was broken 
and a curtain set alight. 

At 1.57am, the Fire Service responded to a report 
of a white van which was alight on Heol yr Ysgol - 
the same street as the schools. 

Acting Detective Inspector Gareth Morgan of 
Bridgend CID said: “We would like to hear from 
anyone who may have seen or heard anything sus¬ 
picious in these areas around the times in question.” 

Fire crews responded at 3am, and were able to 
prevent the blaze spreading to the school gymnasi¬ 
um.

The Rose of the Shires officially became 
Porthcawl property when Mr Rawlinson formal¬ 
ly handed it over to Philip Missen, the lifeboat 
operations manager at the station. 

The ‘Lifeboat Prayer’, which includes the line 
- ‘Protect and bless the crews of all our lifeboats, 
our lifeguards, and all who risk their own safety 
to bring help to others’ - was read by helmsman 
Aileen Jones. 

Finally, it was the Archbishop of Wales, Dr 
Barry Morgan, who dedicated and blessed the 
Rose of the Shires. 


Could attendance 
figures re-ignite 
town council row? 


A TABLE of the 
attendances of 
every member of 
Porthcawl Town 
Council for the 
year 2008-09 has 
been published - 
and it could re¬ 
ignite a bitter row 
between the 
Conservatives and 
Lib-Dems. 

The row began when 
Conservative Coun 
Chris Smart attacked 
Liberal Democrat Coun 
Hayley Edwards for her 
poor attendance record. 

He in turn was then 
attacked by Liberal 
Democrat councillors 
for having a go at the 
council’s youngest 
member. 

She joined in the 
argument, claiming that 
she had felt intimidated 
during meetings. 

The row continued to 
bubble when Coun Jill 
Sweet stated that, while 
it could feel intimidating 
to get up and speak at 
first, she had never per¬ 
sonally heard Coun 
Edwards ever speak - or 
attempt to speak - at 


any meeting. 

The table reveals that 
Coun Edwards does, in 
fact, have the lowest 
number of attendances 
at eight meetings out of 
22. Her mother Eileen, 
who is also a councillor, 
attended 14 meetings. 

Coun Smart also 
clocked up 14 along 
with Coun Barbara 
Stubbs. 

Coun Mary Emment 
Lewis, who has suffered 
from a serious medical 
condition, is next on 15 
and Coun Clive Hare, 
who also has a serious 
health problem, is next 
on 16. 

Six of the councillors 
have attended 20 or 
more meetings. They are 
Sean Aspey, Norah 
Clarke, Wendy Ingram, 
David Jones, David 
Newton Williams (who 
attended all 22), and Jill 
Sweet. 

Conservative group 
leader David Deere is on 
19, as is Lib-Dem leader 
Gerald Davies, also on 
19. 

Labour’s two council¬ 
lors, John Bunker and 
Alana Davies are both 
on 18. 
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Has local council 
laid claim to the 
Bristol channel?

Bridgend College chief 
explains cuts measures 


1 AM writing in 
response to your 
article on August 
27, entitled ‘Rescue 
plans as funding 
cuts bite in 
Bridgend’. 

While the article 
clearly seeks to appor¬ 
tion some discredit on 
the college for some of 
the decisions that ‘meet 
the wishes of the 
Bridgend College’, I 
would like to explain the 
reasons for these deci¬ 
sions so that your read¬ 
ers can both understand 
and empathise with the 


college’s position, and at 
the same time recognise 
our commitment to adult 
community learning. 

Firstly, the request to 
the borough to withdraw 
discounts for students 
aged over 60 is as a 
direct result of the new 
age discrimination legis¬ 
lation and the advice that 
we have received that 
continuing to offer such 
discounts for ‘education¬ 
al programmes’ is in 
direct conflict with this 
legislation. 

Secondly, the request 
for the borough to use 
the same fee structure as 
the college is an under¬ 


standable one, since oth¬ 
erwise the borough 
could use the college’s 
own franchise funding to 
undercut the college. 

These college fees are 
also benchmarked on an 
annual basis and are 
consistently below the 
national average. 

In past years we have 
made these same 
requests to the borough 
but, at our own risk, 
have not pushed the 
issues. This year I’m 
afraid we can’t continue 
to ignore these discrep¬ 
ancies.

NHS Trust responds 
to £ 30 m deficit fears 


THE GEM’s story 
last week about a 
£30m deficit at 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg NHS 
Trust has prompted 
a response from the 
trust. 

A spokeswoman did 
not dispute that the 
£30m deficit existed. 

She said: “The cur¬ 
rent financial plan iden¬ 
tified a potential full 
year financial shortfall 
of some £30m at the 
commencement of this 
financial year in April, 
as a result of cost pres¬ 
sures arising from all 


services across the trust. 

“Since then, the trust 
has been working to 
deliver the necessary 
savings to achieve this 
across the whole trust. 

“Indeed, the majority 
of these savings have 
already been identified 
by the relevant clinical 
directorates, who are 
also addressing the bal¬ 
ance of savings yet to 
be achieved.” 

Referring to sugges¬ 
tions that the Bro 
Morgannwg part of the 
trust was being put 
under financial pressure 
because of long-stand¬ 
ing budget problems at

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THREE YEARS OF BUDGET CUTS AHEAD 


COUNCIL GETS GRIM 
WARNING OVER 
FINANCIAL FUTURE 


A WARNING that council tax will have to 
rise - and council budgets be slashed - 
over the next three years, has been given 
to Bridgend’s cabinet. 

A report from Gareth Moss, corporate director of 
resources, predicted that council tax at Band D 
would have to rise from the £1,008 paid in the cur¬ 
rent year to £1,139 in the year 2012-2013. 

This would equate to an average increase of 
about four per cent per year. 

Mr Moss said that indicative budgets being 
drawn up at the moment revealed that the council 
would be looking for an extra £9.1m over the three 
years to deal with things like pay increases, non pay 
inflation and to fund the “on-going job evaluation of 
council staff’ for which no final figures are avail¬ 
able. 

Mr Moss said that in order to keep the council’s 
finances balanced, the council will also need to cut 
£7.2m from its budget in the next financial year, 
2010-2011, a further £4.9m for 2011-2012 and 


another £7.7m for 2012-2013. 

He said that given the current economic position, 
directors are now identifying spending reductions to 
cover an expected shortfall of £2.5m by next April. 
A total £500,000 will be found from the reserves. 

In addition, the council will have to find the 
reductions needed for the next three years. 

In all, the council faces a shortfall of £20m in its 
budget - the difference between income and expen¬ 
diture - over the next three years. 

He said that the council should not agree to any 
further growth in budgets until compensating budg¬ 
et reductions have been identified. 

At the moment, there are projected savings of 
£750,000 in the adult social care budget this year 
and a further £150,000 next year. 

A further £200,000 is due to be saved on the cost 
of children in care by increasing the use of the coun¬ 
cil’s own in-house fostering service, and by a recon¬ 
figuration of children’s home places.

Glanrhyd Hospital to Fire at 
build new 42-bed unit schocl 


WORK is underway on build¬ 
ing a new 42-bed unit at 
Glanrhyd Hospital. 

The project to modernise mental 
health services in Bridgend is being 
funded by a £32m capital grant from 
the Welsh Assembly Government. 

The project aims to provide modern 
mental health services in accommoda¬ 
tion that is fit for purpose. 

National guidance has recommend¬ 
ed the closure of old Victorian institu¬ 
tions, and replacing them with new 
units that ensure privacy and dignity 
for patients, with private en-suite facil¬ 
ities and single gender day areas where 
appropriate. 

The mental health beds provided in 
Morlais Ward at the old Maesgwyn 
Hospital, now called the Croeso centre, 


will be closed and the patients trans¬ 
ferred to the new unit at Glanrhyd. 

The estimated completion date for 
this scheme is February 2011. 

A spokesman for Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg NHS Trust, which runs 
these services, said that patients and 
carers have been fully informed about 
these changes and they will continue to 
be updated until the transfer takes 
place. 

The £32m project includes provid¬ 
ing the new ARC Day Centre currently 
being built on land opposite Bridgend 
Bus Station; providing an 18-bed 
Community Rehabilitation Unit at the 
rear of the old Trust HQ in Quarella 
Road and a building a further 20-bed 
continuing care unit on a site yet to be 
confirmed.

These include: 

• Light pollution. The 
council has received 
significant complaints 
about intrusive lighting 
and also its impact on 
wildlife. 

• The need to reduce 
energy consumption. 
Cutting down by 25 per 
cent on current usage 
would save 500 tonnes 
of carbon dioxide 
greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions per year. 

• Road traffic acci¬ 
dents and pedestrian 
safety. 

• Street crime and 
community safety. The 
Community Safety 
Partnership has con¬ 
cerns about the impact 
on the physical and 
mental health of resi¬ 
dents who may suffer 
more accidents, and 
also be afraid to go out 
at night. 

Ms Fradd said that 
while highway authori¬ 
ties have the power to 
provide and maintain 
street lights, it is not a 
statutory duty and there 
was no requirement on 
councils to provide 
lights or keep them lit. 

She did concede that 
if lights were switched 
off, there was concern 
that people’s fear of 
crime would increase, 
and some people would 
not use local services at 
night because of the 
darkness. 

The CCTV cameras 
would also be unable to 
record or monitor areas. 
There will be a need to 


liaise with the system 
operators about the pro¬ 
posals. 

Ms Fradd said that 
there were two options 
to reduce energy use - 
convert all lights to 
being energy efficient 
or to eliminate or 
reduce unnecessary 
lighting - the “trim and 
dim” solution. 

The report explores 
the options in details. 

• Converting to low 
energy white lamps 
would cost £455 per 
unit and £8m in total. 

• Converting to elec¬ 
tronic control gear 
would cost a further 
£250 per unit - a total 
of £4m. 

• Placing wind or 
solar panels to power 
each street light would 
cost £3,500 per unit and 
has been ruled out 
except for remote loca¬ 
tions because it is 
expensive and visually 
intrusive. 

• Switching off street 
lights would have a 
minimal cost and pro¬ 
duce instant energy sav¬ 
ings, but there would be 
maintenance issues long 
term as street lights 
deteriorated. 

• Installing part night 
photo cells which 
would cost £18 per unit 
but would pay for itself 
within six months with 
the potential to save 
£250,000 a year. 

• Fitting dimmer con¬ 
trols which would cost 
£1.3m overall but 
would save up to 
£250,000 a year, 
depending on the num¬ 
ber converted. There

Ms Fradd said that 
the most affordable 
change, apart from just 
switching lights off, 
would be to install the 
part night controls at 
£18 per unit, whereas 
dimming would be £110 
per unit. 

The trim and dim 
option was the one 
favoured to reduce the 
council’s energy bills by 
£300,000. 

The Cefn Glas pilot 
scheme will also 
include Bryntirion and 
parts of Newcastle. 

Dimmer controls 
would reduce power to 
street lights by 40 per 
cent between midnight 
and 5am. 

They will be fitted to 
850 of the 911 street 
lights. Exceptions will 
include lights at busy 
junctions, known acci¬ 
dent black spots and 
pedestrian crossings. 

Her report said that 
the dimmer lights 


would return residential 
streets to the level last 
seen in the 1950s. 

Coychurch and the 
adjoining Bridgend 
Industrial estate will 
pilot the night-time 
switch-off option, 
where 177 of the 463 
street lights will be 
switched off from mid¬ 
night to 5am.

Council has set 
aside a budget of 
just over half a mil¬ 
lion pounds for 
communications 
and marketing. 

The department has 
the equivalent of 14.3 
full time staff. 

It comes under the 
heading of corporate 
development and part¬ 
nerships, which has a 
total budget of £4.1 m 
and includes electoral 
services, overview and 
scrutiny functions and 
human resources. 

During the past finan¬ 
cial year, the department 
dealt with 552 inquiries 
from external media, 
including The GEM. 

A report to the strate¬ 
gic partnerships and 
governance scrutiny 
committee identified as 
a potential risk to the 
council a failure to pro¬ 
actively engage in posi¬ 
tive media relations 
externally and internal¬ 
ly, which could impede 
the progress being made 
at the council. 

The report went on: 
“It is vital that negative 
enquiries are dealt with 
and positive news sto¬ 
ries are communicated 
effectively.” 

In outlining the 
objectives, the report 
states that improved 
communication with the 


profile 

media and the general 
public was a desirable 
outcome. The depart¬ 
ment would be seeking 
to broaden the current 
scope of its external 
communications to tar¬ 
get the national media 
and Welsh language 
media. 

It also aims to create 
a one-stop shop for 
journalists. Success will 
be measured in the 
number of media 
enquiries received. 

The department is 
also hoping to deliver a 
free handbook to all 
households which will 
be developed during the 
autumn for delivery 
next April.

However, there are 
financial implications, 
although these were not 
spelled out.

Maesteg Council news in brief 


THE cost of providing 
public toilets at Maesteg 
Welfare Park will be more 
than £40,000, Maesteg 
Town Council heard. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council has said that the toilets 
would be the responsibility of 
the town council, as it has no 
funding available. 

This figures cover purchasing 
a toilet unit, connecting it to 
water and drains, arranging to 
open and close the toilets and 
maintenance. 

Town councillors said that 
there was a need for these toilets 
as the park is well used by many 
sporting teams including junior 
clubs and visiting teams. 
However, the town council does 
not have that level of funding 
available. 

The council decided to write 
to chief executive Jo Farrar and 
council leader Mel Nott at the 
borough to see if some practical 
solution could be found. 

The council is also asking 
both to intervene over the long 
delays in getting a public toilet 
set up at the Llynfi Road car 
park, which the town council is 
funding, in conjunction with the 
borough council. 

DOG pooh bins are being 
installed in Garth Welfare 
Park, Maesteg Town Council 
was told. The bins are being 
paid for by the town council. 
THE handrail leading from 


Commercial Street to St 
Michael’s Road is to be repaired 
at the expense of the town coun¬ 
cil and a new section of handrail 
is being placed on the bridge 
leading from Commercial Street 
to Meadow Street also by the 
town council. 

A site meeting will have to 
take place with county borough 
engineers. The work will cost 
£ 1 , 800 . 

CAERAU ward councillors on 
Maesteg Town Council have 
agreed to spend the money 
allocated to their ward as fol¬ 
lows: 

• £2,000 for a fence around 
the welfare park, with the work 
being done by the Caerau Skills 
Centre. 

• £1,000 to put a frame 
around the Caerau War 
Memorial to prevent wreaths 
being blown away following 
Remembrance Sunday. 

This work will also be done 
by Caerau Skills centre 

• £1,000 to be spent on a 
fence at the grassed area at 
Wesley Street - again work to be 
done by Caerau Skills Centre. 
MAESTEG Town Council has 
agreed to make the following 
donations: £200 to St Mary’s 
and St Patrick’s RC School for 
whiteboards; Shelter Cymru, 
£50; Curtain Up Youth 
Theatre, £50 towards the 
£14,000 cost of their forthcom¬ 
ing show. 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council has been asked to inves¬ 
tigate a claim from a member of 
the public that they were turned 
away from a right of way at 
Bryndefaid Farm, Cwmdu. 

Maesteg Town Council has 
been told that problems at 
Cwmdu Canol and Ffos farms, 
also in Cwmdu, have been 
resolved.

‘Make allotments secure* 
- Newton will get gates 


GATES are to be placed at entrances to 
the Newton Allotments in a bid to prevent 
thieves and vandals accessing the site. 

Simon Hughes, chairman of the Allotment 
Society, said that members were getting upset 
because the allotments had again been subject to 
vandalism, with crops being stolen. 

In a letter to Porthcawl Town Council, which 
owns the site, he wrote: “This is very disheartening 
after the time and effort that goes into growing them 
from seed. 

“Predominantly, the vandalism occurs at the bot¬ 
tom end of the site where people enter from the play 
park stile, and then cut across through the middle to 
the other stile, destroying crops as they go.” 

He said that allotment holders have held a meet¬ 
ing and have agreed to ask for permission to install 
two metal gates - one at either stile - which would 
be opened with combination locks. 

He pointed out that there was no general right of 
access, as there is no public right of way through the 
allotments. 

He added that preventing access would be in 
keeping with health and safety considerations, as 
people could suffer an accident. 

Mr Hughes said that the gates would be made by 
one of the allotmenteers and would be in keeping 
with the metal church gates on the north wall. 

The council has agreed to the request. 

Beach clean is planned 

A CLEAN-UP of Newton beach is to be 
organised by Porthcawl Town Council 
after members received a complaint from 
a visitor. 

Mrs Marilyn Howe of Tymeinwr Avenue, 
Blaengarw, said that as a regular visitor to Newton 
beach she was concerned about the “disgusting 
amount of litter” on the beach. 

She said that this was not altogether the fault of 
visitors as there was only one bin. 

She went on: “It seems that the beach is rarely 
cleaned as, when I arrived this morning, there were 
still carrier bags of rubbish strewn around, as well as 
dirty nappies and the remains of discarded barbecues 
which are dangerous because of the metal grills. 

“Every time I visit the beach, I have to clean it to 
make it more amenable to myself and my young 
grandchildren. Today, I filled a whole black bag and 
still it made little difference.” 

She added: “It’s a truly beautiful area but so filthy. 
Is there are way that the matter of litter and the pro¬ 
vision of bins can be dealt with?” 

Conservative council leader David Deere said that 
the council should organise a clean-up itself and 
point out to Mrs Howe that two new bins have now 
been provided at the beach. This was agreed. 

Pond deal is scrapped 

PORTHCAWL Town Council has 
dropped plans to buy the pond at Moor 
Lane, Nottage. 

The council had intended to buy the pond at a 
nominal £1 from its present owners, but difficulties 
about access to the pond over adjoining land, and 
also fears about possible contamination have led the 
council to scrap the idea. 

Council leader David Deere said that the council’s 
lawyers had recommended acting with caution and 
he was mindful of the old legal maxim - Let the 
buyer beware. 

He moved dropping the purchase and this was 
agreed. 

Are Porthcawl trees dying? 
BRIDGEND County Borough Council is 
to be asked to investigate if trees in 
Victoria Avenue in Porthcawl are dying. 

Resident Jean Barraclough contacted Porthcawl 
Town Council to point out that she had been walking 
near the council offices when a sudden downpour 
caused her to seek shelter under a horse chestnut tree 
planted in the street. 

She went on: “I noticed the leaves were limp and 
parched in spite of the rain. The tree was surrounded 
by paving stones and the small space between the 
bole of the tree and the paving stones was filled with 
tarmac. 

“The rain is unable to reach the roots. Also, the 
leaves are browning - a little early for autumn.”

She added: “I have seen grids which are put 
around tree trunks in town to enable the rainwater to 
reach the roots. I think you need to consult an expert 
on this matter.” 

She said that in her view, the trees in Victoria 
Avenue are dying and she fears that other trees in the 
town may also be affected. 

Mrs Barraclough pointed out that the cost of 
removing the dead trees would be appalling, apart 
from the effect their loss would have, leaving streets 
looking barren. 

Porthcawl Town Council has decided to forward 
her letter to the county borough council to ask their 
tree experts to investigate and take appropriate 
action. 

Concern over bus shelter 
PROBLEMS with a bus shelter at Heol y 
Goedwig, Porthcawl, are to be drawn to 
the attention of its owners, Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

Porthcawl Town Council was told by a local 
police and community support officer that this shel¬ 
ter was in a bad state of repair and was acting as a 
focal point for anti-social behaviour. 

He asked for it to be demolished. 

However, enquiries made by clerk Ceri Anderson 
revealed that it was in regular use and it was agreed 
to pass on these concerns to the borough council. 

Council take a second 
look at skateboard park 

PORTHCAWL Town Council has 
appointed contractors to build the town’s 
new skateboard park - but its location is 
to be reviewed. 

Residents of Heol y Goedwig have objected to 
plans to locate the skateboard park on land near their 
homes. 

The issue of where it is to go will be looked at 
again when other possible options will be consid¬ 
ered. 

The town council has voted to accept a scheme 
proposed by one firm of contractors at a cost of 
£65,000. 

The town council is putting up £40,000 itself, 
with the remainder coming as match funding from 
Bridgend County Borough Council. 

The town council put up its precept this year in 
order to fund this and other capital projects. 

Once the site has been finalised, the council will 
submit a planning application. 

Council leader David Deere said he hoped that the 
new skateboard park would be up and running by the 
spring. 

News in brief 

SOUTH Wales police are being 
approached by Porthcawl Town Council 
to see if they would be interested in oper¬ 
ating a mobile CCTV camera which the 
town council would pay for. It would be 
ring fenced for use only in Porthcawl. 
CONGRATULATIONS about the condition of the 
public toilets in John Street, Porthcawl, are to be 
passed onto Bridgend County Borough Council 
which owns them. 

Mrs PA Rowlands of Nant Lais, Comtown, wrote 
to Porthcawl Town Council to say that on a recent 
visit to the town, her husband and herself had both 
used the conveniences and found them to be spot¬ 
lessly clean and well maintained. She asked for her 
favourable comments to be conveyed to staff. 

THE Porthcawl Regeneration Strategy has now 
decided to give top priority to the retail aspect of 
the scheme with leisure coming next and housing 
last. 

This information was given to a joint meeting 
of the town council and Porthcawl Chamber of 
Trade. Traders raised concerns about plans for a 
new supermarket, and former president Alun 
Edwards felt that whichever chain was chosen, it 
should be the one that had the best interests of the 
town at heart. 

THE poor condition of the railings around Porthcawl 
harbour were raised at a meeting between the town 
council and the chamber of trade. 

The meeting heard that there was a serious health 
and safety issues because of the poor condition of 
the railings, but BCBC had done nothing about it 
despite being informed. 

This issue will now be discussed by the town 
council’s Capital Projects Committee, together with 
the need to upgrade the underpass from John Street 
to Station Hill.

A LOCAL actor 
has emerged as one 
of the hot tickets at 
the Edinburgh 
Festival in a show 
which has taken 
one of the top 
awards. 

Dafydd Huw James, 
who is 30 years old, 
acts, sings and writes his 
own music, and his 
show, entitled My Name 
is Sue, took the coveted 
‘Total Theatre Award for 
Music and Theatre’.

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As a result of the 
interest sparked by a 
show described by The 
Stage as “ one of the 
most unusual, remark¬ 
able and memorable 
hours on the fringe”, 
Dafydd is in negotia¬ 
tions to take it on tour 
around the UK. 

As the photographs 
show, he plays a female 
character (Sue) a 46- 
year-old Cardiff house¬ 
wife, who gradually 
reveals a dark side as 
she tells the audience 
about her life, mainly 
through songs that 
reviewers have 

described as ‘catchy’. 

Dafydd, who plays 
piano in the show as 
well, wrote the songs, 
sings them in character 
as Sue, and co-wrote the 
storyline with Ben 
Lewis, a friend from 
university days. 

His parents, Mair and 
Doug, still live in 


Cowbridge, and are 
thrilled that his new 
show has attracted so 
many positive reviews. 

They told The GEM: 
“The standard is very 
high, as there are more 
than 2,000 different per¬ 
formances taking place 
all day, every day, at 
various venues through¬ 
out August.” 

Dafydd, who went to 
Iolo Morganwg Primary 
School in Cowbridge, 
and then on to Ysgol 
Glantaf in Cardiff, said 
that he had always want¬ 
ed to be an actor and 
writer. 

He said: “I can’t 
recall wanting to do any¬ 
thing else, right from the 
days of school con¬ 
certs.” 

He chose his drama 
school, the London 
International School of 
Performing Arts, 

because it specialised in 
training actors and 
singers who wanted to 
create their own work as 
well. 

He said; “It was never 
a matter of just speaking 
other people’s lines.” 

Since then, he has 
earned a respectable liv¬ 
ing, all the time writing 
and performing new 
works - some in Welsh 
and some in English. 

A Welsh language 
play that he wrote is 
scheduled to be per¬ 
formed at the Sherman, 
and he and Ben Lewis 
are already at work on a 
new show. 

Looking at reviews of 


My Name is Sue, it is 
clear that the piece has 
fascinated the critics, 
even if they are not quite 
sure what to make of it. 

However, most per¬ 
formers would give their 
right arm for comments 
like these, again from 
The Stage: “It treads the 
line between the real 
and the grotesque, the 
comic and the pathetic. 

“Sue’s story gradual¬ 
ly becomes like one of 
the small tragedies in 
Dylan Thomas’s Under 
Milk Wood, a cheery 
exterior disguising a 
dark and complex inner 
life. 

“My Name Is Sue can 
be appreciated as a 
bizarre comic creation, 
the subtle presentation 
of a quietly sad charac¬ 
terisation, and a clever¬ 
ly written and entertain¬ 
ing song cycle. ” 

Quite bizarrely, there 
is absolutely no connec¬ 
tion with the Johnny 
Cash song, ‘A Boy 
Named Sue’ - even 
though the big moment 
in the Cash song is when 
he shouts “My name is 
Sue! How do you do!” 

Dafydd said: “When 
we chose the title, nei¬ 
ther of us was aware of 
the song. It was a com¬ 
plete surprise when peo¬ 
ple pointed it out to us.” 

He added that there 
were certainly no paral¬ 
lels with the story. 

At the moment, it 
looks as if Dafydd and 
Ben’s show will be 
going on a mini-tour 
early next year, with a 
bigger tour likely in the 
summer.

LOCAL ADULT 
EDUCATION 
STARTS A 
NEW YEAR 


ADULT classes 
throughout 
Bridgend County 
Borough get under¬ 
way from Monday, 
October 5, but 
enrolment is next 
week. 

Despite difficulties 
with the funding this 
year, the council has 
managed to put together 
a series of courses under 
the Adult Community 
Learning banner. 

Fees have been 
increased in line with 
those already charged by 
Bridgend College. Pupils 
will now pay £2 an hour 
instead of £1.50 and 
there are no exemptions 
for pensioners, although 
people on some other 
benefits are eligible. 

The council has 
reduced the length of 
some courses to keep 
costs down and they are 
offered for five weeks, 
eight weeks or 10 weeks. 
A five-week course, 
which will consist of 10 
hours of teaching, will 
cost £25 for the over- 
19s. Eight-week courses 
will cost £32 and 10- 
week courses will cost 
£40. 

The classes are held at 
30 different venues 
throughout the borough. 

There are now 207 


courses available - a 
reduction from the 300 
that were offered last 
year. 

However, there is a 
big emphasis on various 
IT and computer skills, 
with a total of 57 differ¬ 
ent classes available. 

More traditional sub¬ 
jects like cookery are not 
so evident in the time 
table, and it is on offer at 
seven classes at only six 
venues. 

Flower arranging has 
four classes, while 
sewing is available in six 
classes in five venues. 

Other subjects on 
offer include various 
crafts, art, aromatherapy 
and other health related 
courses; gardening and 
French and Spanish, but 
there are no Welsh class¬ 
es at all on offer. 

It would also appear 
that all the classes in 
each venue are concen¬ 
trated into one day. For 
example, at Maesteg 
Comprehensive School, 
everything is offered on 
a Tuesday, whereas in 
the past the old Adults 
Education Centre at 
Llwynderw School oper¬ 
ated three evenings a 
week, meaning pupils 
could take more than one 
subject.

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Penarth care home worker 
stole from elderly resident 


The deputy manager of a 
leading Welsh care home 
yesterday (Wednesday) 
admitted stealing more 
than £8,000 from an elder¬ 
ly resident. 

Nicola Williams, 42, abused 
her position at Cliff Haven Care 
Home in Penarth to steal from an 
“elderly and vulnerable” resident. 

A court heard she “showed no 
mercy” by repeatedly making 
withdrawals from the woman’s 
Post Office account and building 
society account over four years. 

The care home describes itself 
as “a market leader” specialising 
in care for dementia sufferers 
and costs residents £419 a week. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said: 
“She had the position of deputy 


manager and part of her duties 
involved going to the Post Office 
to get money for residents. 

“She used to accompany the 
woman to the Post Office when 
she needed money for cigarettes 
or clothes.” 

Mr Trigg told the court the 
woman was able to keep her 
account card in a safe at the care 
home. But Williams told the Post 
Office the card had been lost - 
and she kept hold of the replace¬ 
ment to steal the woman’s 
money. 

She was discovered after staff 
members began checking the 
woman’s account statements. 

Single mother-of-two 

Williams pleaded guilty to two 
counts of theft. 

David Pinnell, defending, said 


Williams had fallen behind with 
catalogue and credit card debts. 

Mr Pinnell said: “She is 
extremely sorry for what she has 
done.” 

Williams, of Highbury Road, 
Ely, Cardiff was given an eight 
month suspended sentence and 
ordered to do 200 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Recorder Charles Fox said: 
“This was a very serious breach 
of trust - this lady was not able to 
care for herself. 

“She was a very vulnerable 
lady and these offences continued 
over a considerable period of 
time. 

“I have been asked to show 
mercy to you but you showed no 
mercy to this lady.”

‘Sker country’ - 
but not ‘Lorna 
Doone country’! 



BARBARA 
PALMER changed 
her planned walk in 
the Beacons area 
because of bad 
weather conditions 
and instead thirteen 
walkers met her at 
the visitors’ centre 
at Kenfig Nature 
Reserve. 

On a breezy morning 
they set off through 
some muddy patches 
around Kenfig Pool but 
it was easy walking on 
the path that led them 
towards the beach. 

Reaching the track 
that leads from the Afan 
River to Sker Point the 
group stopped en-route 
for a coffee break in the 
shelter of the dunes. 

At Sker Point, the 
wind was strong and the 
ebbing tide was rough. 
On the point is a memo¬ 
rial to commemorate a 
terrible disaster that took 
place post war. 

The plaque reads: “To 
the memory of the 
Captain and 38-crew 
members of the freighter 
SS Samtampa who per¬ 
ished on these rocks in 
the Great Storm of April 
23, 1947 and of the 
cox’n and crew of seven 
of the Mumbles 
Lifeboat, Edward Prince 
of Wales, who lost their 
lives in their valiant res¬ 
cue attempt. This plaque 
marks the final resting 
place of the Mumbles 
Lifeboat.” 


The group then cir¬ 
cled around to pass Sker 
House, erected during 
the late 12th century as a 
grange or farm of Neath 
Abbey. Following the 
dissolution of monaster¬ 
ies, it was acquired by 
the Turberville family 
from Penllyn who ran it 
as an estate. 

A little known fact is 
that RD Blackmore, who 
wrote Loma Doone, 
spent much of his child¬ 
hood at nearby Nottage 
Court and he knew Sker 
well, even writing a less 
popular novel - The 
maid of Sker, which he 
considered a finer piece 
of writing. 

The group stopped to 
chat to a man and his 
small grandson walking 
their five dogs and were 
amused to see that the 
sixth was being wheeled 
along in a pram - the 
explanation was that his 
legs were not able to 
carry him anymore! 

Passing the golf 
course, they crossed the 
road, followed Pat’s Way 
and joined another path¬ 
way that led along the 
field edge where they 
could see large groups of 
workers collecting 
ploughed up daffodil 
bulbs. 

The bulbs had appar¬ 
ently been planted for 
four years and now the 
land was going to be 
given a rest as set aside. 
There were several large 
fields to clear and it 
looked like back-break¬ 


ing work! 

An old lane led the 
group back to the road 
and into the dunes once 
more, where they 
walked to the bird hide 
that overlooks Kenfig 
Lake, which made the 
perfect stop out of the 
wind for lunch. 

Refreshed, the final 
part of the walk was 
along the side of the 
fresh water lake where 
legend says that a lost 
village is hidden under¬ 
neath the water, and on 
windy days the church 
bells are said to toll. 
Needless to say they did 
not hear any tolling 
bells, but the water was 
choppy enough to have 
the resident bird popula¬ 
tion bobbing around! 

Several of the stiles 
encountered needed 
repair and at one it was 
either under or over 
depending on the length 
of individual legs, but 
they returned to their 
start, windswept but dry 
and with very little mud 
on their boots.

AM’s plea for 
cycle funding 


VALE Conservative 
parliamentary can¬ 
didate Alun Cairns 
AM, is to press the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government to 
fund new cycle 
routes in the Vale. 

Mr Cairns pointed out 
that cycle charity 
Sustrans has been given 
£3m by the Welsh 
Assembly, £3.5m from 
the European Regional 
Development Fund, plus 
a further grant from the 
Big Lottery Fund to 
finance a £7.6m project 
to create 100 miles of 
cycle tracks in the 
Valleys. 

These cycle tracks 
will be created along old 
tramways and railway 
lines and will cover the 
Llantrisant, Pontypridd, 


Merthyr Tydfil and 
Pontypool areas. 

Mr Cairns explained: 
“While I am delighted to 
hear that these cycle¬ 
ways are being created, I 
feel that we should have 
some funding in the 
Vale. 

“Cycling is very pop¬ 
ular in the Vale and 
although we do not have 
the old railway lines that 
they have in the valleys, 
there are bridleways and 
tracks that could be 
used. 

“I will be urging the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government to look at 
areas like the Vale to 
enhance the cycling 
opportunities available 
locally.”

Vale athletes help South snatch trophy

FOR the first time in 11 attempts, the 
team from South Wales region deprived 
West Wales of the Overall Points trophy 
at the Welsh Inter Regional track and 
field championships, and Vale athletes 
made a significant contribution to the 
South’s points score. 

The event, the last major domestic fixture in 
Wales which includes competitions in seven age 
groups from under-15 to senior, was held for the first 
time at the Swansea University athletics track in far 
from ideal conditions. Heavy early rainfall resulted 
in all high jump and pole vault events being moved 
to the nearby Indoor Centre, a move which may 
invalidate any performances which improved the old 
championship best. 

Top Vale performer was former Stanwell and St 
Cyres pupil, Brett Morse. 

The GB international thrower, already the holder 
of the under-20 shot and discus bests at this fixture, 
marked his debut in the senior age group by adding 
more than eight metres to the senior discus mark. 
The UWIC student, who now competes for 
Birchfield Harriers, also finished second to old rival 
Ryan Spencer-Jones (East Wales) in the shot. 

There were two further Vale victories in that sen¬ 
ior men’s section. Former Stanwell pupil Liam Duff 
has made a welcome return to track and field in the 
last 18 months and, having been a talented combined 
events competitor in his school days, has concentrat¬ 
ed on the sprints. 

Here, he claimed victory in the 100 metres, clock¬ 
ing 11.33 seconds into a 1.2 metres/sec head wind, 
with Adam Jones, who has just finished his A-Levels 
at Stanwell, claiming fourth place in the same event. 

The second victory underlines that track and field 
has an excellent age group system which encourages 
athletes to continue competing beyond the age of 35. 

Former St Cadoc’s pupil, Glyn Price, now com¬ 
peting in the M40-44 category, proved too good for 
the ‘youngsters’, winning the pole vault with a clear¬ 
ance at 4.20 metres. 

With no under-20 women’s age group, two of the 
Vale’s top senior girl talents took the opportunity to 
compete for the senior women’s team, and chalked 
up victories in their first choice events. 

Bro Morgannwg sixth former Elinor Lewis was a 
busy young lady, winning her speciality with a 3.50 
metres vault, which bettered the championship best 
but may not be accepted because the event was 
indoors. The Penarth resident also competed in the 
100 metres and the 100 metres hurdles, while 
Llantwit sixth former Ayla Phillips ended months of 
frustration at being stuck around the 35 metres mark 
by winning the hammer with a 37.13 metres throw. 
Hopefully this will spur her on towards the 40 
metres mark of which she is capable. 

In the under-17 age group, there was joy for 
Cowbridge pupil Sam Bunkham, who won the triple 
jump with a best leap of 12.37 metres and frustration 
for Jamie Sexton, the St Richard Gwyn pupil miss¬ 
ing the start of the 100 metres because he was still 
warming up as the event was held. 

The Barry & Vale Harrier, and his 100 metres 
partner Jamaul Whyte, who also missed the start, 
made some amends by combining in the 4 x 100 


metres to win with a new 
championship best of 
45.02 seconds. 

Two other athletes 
deserve mention. The 
multi-talented Barry 
Comprehensive sixth 
former Curtis Mathews 
used the fixture as a final 
warm up for his appear¬ 
ance for Wales in an 
under-20 decathlon. 

He made his competi¬ 
tive debut in the pole 
vault, finishing third 
with 2.80 metres, and 
also took second place 
in the long jump and 
shot. 

The second athlete is 
St Cyres pupil Bradley 
Cole. The fifth former 
had shown promise with 
victory at the Cardiff & 

Vale Schools champi¬ 
onships in April, win¬ 
ning the hammer with a 
throw of 31.41 metres. 

He followed that up 
with third place in the 
Middle Boys hammer at 
the Welsh Schools 
National championships 
at Leckwith in July, improving to 33.69 metres. 
Here, in wet, tricky conditions, he added more than 
five metres to his best with a throw of 39.07 metres 
for second. 

In the seven age groups contested, West Wales 
finished top of five sections and retained the female 
points trophy. 

However, much to the delight of under-20 men’s 
team manager Mrs Debbie Bull, her squad produced 
an outstanding series of performances to finish more 
than 80 points ahead of West Wales and, with the 
West fielding a very weak senior men’s side, the 
South Wales team claimed the men’s points and 
overall points trophies. 

In addition to Barry Road resident Mrs Bull, 
South Wales also included Barry & Vale Chairman 
Fred Malkin among the team managers, the Llantwit 
resident looking after the under-17 men’s team.

This year, in the coun¬ 
cil chamber, there will be 
an exhibition put on by 
the curator of the muse¬ 
um, to coincide with the 
70th anniversary of the 
outbreak of World War 
II. 

In the mayor’s parlour, 
the civic robes, chains 
and other regalia will be 
displayed. These are nor¬ 
mally worn at civic func¬ 
tions held throughout the 
town council’s calendar. 

More than 170 proper¬ 
ties will be open across 
Wales during the 
European Heritage Days 
weekend, among hun¬ 
dreds in the British Isles 
and thousands across 
Europe.

remember when the 
days of their youth 
were disturbed by 
the scary and horri¬ 
ble realisation that 
rather than laze 
away the days, you 
would have to go 
out and find work, 
most likely in the 
first instance a 
summer job of 
some description. 

Adventureland mines 
that nostalgia with a tale 
of a summer spent 
working at a theme park 
in 1987. Jesse 
Eisenberg is James, who 
sees his dreams of a trip 
to Europe vanish when 
his father is forced to 
take a pay cut. 

Left behind by his 
friends, and with the 
prospect of moving to 
New York to study in 
the autumn, he takes a 
nothing job at the park, 
little realising the effect 
it'll have on his life, as 
he comes across a rag¬ 
tag mob of individuals, 
and in Em (Kirsten 
Stewart), a romantic 
interest... 

The whole ‘teen-com- 
edy’ genre seemed to be 
sailing on a sea of gross- 
out moments that 
appeared to be present 
more to shock than to 
actually amuse, with 
very few managing the 
balancing act of putting 
these moments into a 
film that creates realistic 
and sympathetic charac¬ 
ters and moments. 

Yet with the release 
of Superbad in 2007, a 


film that mixed coarse 
humour with more than 
enough soul and charm, 
it seemed that the genre 
was regaining its ability 
to both amuse and con¬ 
nect with its audience. 

That film’s director, 
Greg Mottola, is the 
man behind 

Adventureland , on both 
directing and script writ¬ 
ing duties, and having 
showed his ability with 
Superbad, he takes it to 
the next level here, cre¬ 
ating a film that has 
bags of charm and 
laughs to boot. 

Obviously a labour of 
love for Mottola (who 
worked at an actual 
Adventureland in his 
youth), he creates a film 
that strikes the right bal¬ 
ance and is paced 
superbly well. 

The script captures 
the gawky awkwardness 
of your teenage years to 
a tee, with characters 
that reflect either who 
you were or people you 
knew, and the situations 
you found yourself in. 

It’s a script with char¬ 
acters you can 
empathise with and con¬ 
nect to, with each being 
given a degree of depth 
and substance, no matter 
how small the role, 
enriching the film in the 
process. 

Mining the period for 
comedy without tying it 
down into an exercise in 
nostalgia, Mottola cre¬ 
ates both moments of 
pathos and comedy 
without ever straining 
for the laughs. 

Similarly, his direc¬ 
tion is a master class in 
understatement. His 
woozy visuals mixed 



with a gorgeous eye for 
detail creates a film that 
looks beautifully low- 
key with a degree of 
offbeat style. 

Not only is he per¬ 
fectly comfortable 
helming the comedic 
elements, but he also 
imbues the quieter, 
reflective moments with 
some neat visuals that 
give a stylish sheen to 
proceedings. 

His cast are all 
superb in their roles, 
with Jesse Eisenberg 
standing out as lead 
character James. He 
nails the gaucheness of 
his character perfectly 
as he sees his dreams of 
a perfect summer go 
drastically wrong, and 
he is thrown into the 
world of Adventureland. 

James’ literary nerdi- 
ness gradually gives 
way to a character who 
learns more from the 
staff of a theme park 
than he ever would 
parading around Paris, 
and Eisenberg perfectly 
conveys this. 

Kristen Stewart (best 
known for teenage vam¬ 
pire franchise Twilight) 
does a good job as the 
love interest, her charac¬ 
ter being given much 
more depth than you 
would expect and the 
actress delivers on this 
superbly well. 

With the likes of 
Ryan Reynolds, Martin 
Starr, Bill Hader and 
Kristen Wiig all offering 
valuable, and hugely 
entertaining, support as 
the raft of characters 
James meets in his sum¬ 
mer, the film is well 
acted, the performances 
rooted in a realism it is

pleasing to see in a film 
of this type. 

Throw in a superb 
soundtrack that evokes 
the period without veer¬ 
ing too far into kitsch 
(though your ability to 
tolerate ‘Rock Me 
Amadeus’ may diminish 
come the film’s conclu¬ 
sion), and you have a 
package that is superbly 
put together. 

Certainly, there is 
nothing here that is 
vaguely revolutionary 
nor groundbreaking, but 
as a subtle and 
enthralling piece of 
work, Adventureland is 
certainly the place to be! 

VERDICT-A tender 
coming-of-age comedy 
that balances heart with 
humour, Adventureland 
is a low-key, but no less 
entertaining for it, treat.
